The Texas Public Service Company la hereby put upon notice that the Olty of

Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground

utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum

depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be

required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite

Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the

location of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department

not less than three (3) days before such Information Is required.
